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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Applicant's arguments, on page 9, filed November 28, 2007, with respect to 
claims 2, 3, 5, 6, 7, 11, 16, 17, 19, 20 and 21 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of claims 2, 3, 5, 6, 7, 11, 16, 17, 19, 20 and 21 of 1 12 second 
paragraph has been withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

5. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
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were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

6. Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fan 
W. et al. (CN 1297885), in view of Bromine Compounds, Ltd. (WO 
03/002517), and further in view of Shavel, Jr. et al. (U.S. Patent 3,007,940), for the 
reasons given in the previous office action, mailed September 5, 2007. 

Response to Amendment 
Specification 

7. The new Abstract of the Disclosure, filed November 28, 2007 is acceptable. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments filed November 28, 2007 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

Applicant states that Fan et al. and Bromine Compounds each disclose the same 
reaction under two sets of mutually exclusive conditions. Additionally, Applicant asserts 
that since neither of the reactions of Fan et al. nor Bromine Compounds appear to be 
problematical, absent the disclosure of Applicant's claimed invention there would be no 
reason to modify the pnor art references. Lastly, Applicant asserts that the references 
teach away from the claimed invention because each differs in the molar ratio and 
reaction temperature. 
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In response to applicant's argument tliat tlie examiner's conclusion of 
obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that 
any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon 
hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was 
within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does 
not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a 
reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 
1971). 

The difference between the claimed invention and cited references of Fan et al 
and Bromine Compounds is the temperature and the molar ratio of NH3/anhydride. 
However, change in temperature, concentration, or both, is not patentable modification 
unless such changes produce new and unexpected result which is different in kind and 
not merely in degree from results of prior art. Further, where the general conditions of a 
claim are disclosed in the prior art, it is not inventive to discover the optimum or 
workable ranges by routine experimentation." In re Aller, 220 F.2d 454, 456, 105 USPQ 
233, 235 (CCPA 1955). In this instance, both prior art references animate 1,1- 
cyclohexanediacetic acid anhydride with NHS. The variations in temperature and molar 
variations are merely an optimization of range or other variable within the claims that 
flow from "normal desire of artisan to improve upon what is already known. 

Applicant asserts that claims 9, 10 and 11 are patentable. However, Bromine 
Compounds discloses that precipitation begins when the solution is slightly acid; and 
according to the precipitation process on page 5 the reaction is maintained at a cooled 
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temperature. There no evidence to indicate greater purity tlian obtained by Bromine 
Compounds. Therefore, any chemist reading the prior art could logically assume that 
higher purity might be obtainable, and by experimentally varying the conditions of 
temperature and acidity could fine the most productive conditions. 

Applicant asserts that claims 13, 14, 24 and 25 are patentable because the 
transformation is in the presence of a solvent. However, Fan et al. discloses the use of 
an organic solvent (methylbenzene) in its process of forming the acid monoamide. 

One of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to use an organic 
solvent because of the high yields and high purity asserted by Fan et al. Therefore, the 
invention as a whole was prima facie obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made, as evidenced by the references, especially in the absence 
of evidence to the contrary. 

Claims 1-25 are considered to be prima facie obvious. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 26 and 27 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

10. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the closest prior arts Fan et al. and Bromine Compounds fails to teach or 
suggest a process that does not require a crystallization step for purification of the 
product after it is precipitated through the acidification of the reaction mixture.
